MEMORANDUM TO THE PRESIDENT 
SUBJECT: Georgo Ball’s cable to Taylor 

I* Here is George's outgoing of June i, and 
tee answer from Taylor and Johnson. Y/hnt they say 
in essence is fcuat they would like to maintain and increase 
pressure by air attacks 03 well as by efforts in the 
South. They would avoid the Hanoi- Kaiphcsg area 
except for an occasional selected target — and they 
believe a little more than v/e do that pain in the North 
will help bring a change cx heart in Hanoi. 

2. I share Bob McNamara f a view th& ± v/e can 
readily frame a specific program over the next month 
that will be acceptable to the Embassy without unacceptable 
risks of escalation. I myself am more attracted than 
Kush and McNamara by the notion cf an occasional 
lineitad attack inside the Hanoi perimeter — probably 
in the Haiphong port area.
